Kealing w a s attending a meeting 
of the republican national committee 
in Washington S unday when a heart 
a t t a c k f o r c e d him to re tu r n to I n ­ 
diana. 
Kealing w as born in Indianapolis, 
w as g ra d u a te d from Butler college 
in 18/0 and received a law 
degree 
from the Indianapolis law school in 
1881. lie has been a practicing 
a t ­ 
torney here since, but w a s assista n t 
p rosecutor from 1883 to 1885 and U. 
S. District Attorney from 1801 
to 
1800. He was Indianapolis c o r p o ra ­ 
tion counsel from 1000 to 
1004. 
There are no children. 
The d eath came as a 
grievous 


s h o c k to republican leaders in the 
state. Informed of his death, they 
agreed that his counsel 
will 
he 
m isled in the approaching important 
national and Mate campaigns. 
Joseph B. Kealing, known as “ Un- 
frle J o e , ” was nationally influentia.l 
in republican polities, lie w as cred it­ 
ed with having m ore influence with 
southern republican delegates than 
an y other northern or western lead ­ 
er.

for 
safety from a hazard 
that 
may 
prove as dangerous and as deadly 
as a rattlesnake or an open keg of 
gunpowder. Just to play fair 
and 
take his share of the chances pater 
familias often surrounds 
himself 
with pillows, puts on cotton hair and 
whiskers and makes himself more of 
a menace than a help in case of lire 
should start. 
And fires do start, thousands of 
them every holiday ’season. 
Fire­ 
men 
look 
forward to a 
run 
of 
Christinas tree fires just as they did 
to Fourth of July fires before 
the 
sane Fourth movement put an end 
to them in many places. Why not a 
sane Ghristmas as well as a 
sane 
Fourth.’ Why should the children’s 
festival be made 
the 
means 
of 
destroying hundreds of 
lives 
and 
thousands of homes? I se little elec­ 
tric lights instead of candles, asbes­ 
tos instead of cotton, non-combusti­ 
ble decorations instead of inflam­ 
mables, and then watch the tree with 
the utmost care, especially when the 
children arc around it. It’s better to 
be sate than sorry, especially with 
the little ones at Christmas time.

B. Kcaling, 68, republican national 
committeeman from Indiana for al- 
most eight years, died 'at his home 
here at 9:30 a. in. today of heart 
trouble from which he had been suf- 
fering since the death of Mrs. Keal- 
ing a year ago. 


Kealing was attending a meeting 


of the republican national committee 
in Washington Sunday when n heart 
attack forced him to return to In- 
diana. 


Kealing was born in Indianapolis, 


was graduated from Butler college 
in 1879 and received a law degree 
from the Indianapolis law school in 
1881. He has been a practicing at- 
torney here since, but was assistant 
prosecutor from 1883 to 1885 and U. 
'S. District Attorney from 1S91 to 
1899. He was Indianapolis corpora- 
tion counsel from 1900 to 1904. 
There are no children. 


The death came as a 
grievous 


shock to republican leaders in the 
state. Informed of his death, they 
agreed that his counsel 
will 
be 


missed in the .approaching important 
natio'fral and state -campaigns. 


Joseph B. Kealing, known as "TJn- 


lUe Joe," was-nationally influential 
in republican politics. He was credit- 
ed with having more influence with 
southern republican delegates than 
any other northern or western lead- 
er. 


Usually he was in accord with the 


policies of U. S. Senator James E. 
"Watson, but his real alle-»ience lav 
with Postmaster fieneral Harry S. 
Xew. The two worked together in 
fomer" years, but during Xew's inac- 
tivity in Indiana politics since 
be- 


coming postmaster general, the part- 
nership was neglected. Kealing had 
been politically 
prominent since 


]88fl. He was deputy prosecutor in 
1884, became seventh -district chair- 
man in 1898 and was 
corporator 


counsel later in the first administra- 
tion of the late Samuel Lewis Shank.
